Nov. 6. 

The St. Loufs Musical Festival Associa- 
tion was organized by St. Louisans for 
St. Louts. It wi!tl foster several permanent 
organizations merged into one, whose mem- 
bers will be local musicians. 

The work of arranging for the festival 
which opens tomorrow night was done in an 
incredibly short time The first meetings

The festival will continue for two weeks. 
In order to make it available for the great 
feast of song the Coliseum will be entirely 
remodeled. At the close of the horse show 
last night an army of workmen began this 
gigantic task. 

When those who attend the musical festi- 
wal enter the big hall tomorrow night they 
will find that the arena has been covercd 
with a specially constructed floor fitted 
with parquet seats facing the platform 
at the west end of the hall. This platform 
will have an area of 1400 square feet.

The night of Nov. 5 was her only available

Officers of the Musical Festival Association 
worked the wires between St. Louls and 
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were held at the Planters’ Hotel in July, 
and since then interest in the project has 


never been permitted to lag. 

The aid of. public-spirited citizens, anx- 
ious to foster-the art of music in St. Louis, 
has been enlisted and it is stated by the 
officers of the association that there is now 
no doubt of the feasibility of making the 
organization permanent. 

The work already accomplished is unlike 
anything ever before attempted in S8t. 
Louis. All of the musical interests of St. 
Louls have been brought together without

ILLINOIS CITY RISES FROM HER 
ASHES. 


GREAT ENERGY . DISPLAYED 


Handsome and Substantial Buildings 
Replace the Ruins of Her 
$2,000,000 Fire. 


' 

BLOOMINGTON, IL, Nov. 3.—By a won- 
derful display of pluck and determination 
Bloomington is rising from the ruins of the 
fire of June 18 last, anti buildings more beau- 
tiful and substantial than any that have 
ever graced the city are taking the places 
of the burned structures. 

Within 12 hours after the fire broke out 
plans were being drawn for new, buildings, 
and today contracts have been signed for 
new buildings to cover fully two-thirds of 
the space burned over.- One-third of the 
new buildings is almost completed. 

Four months ago the place suffered a vis- 


spect of the value of the property destroyed 
as compared with the total estimate for the 
city. Fully one-third of the business houses, 
including the finest and most modern, 
were destroyed, together with their con- 
tents, inkolving a loss of $2,000,000 The to 
tal insurance upon the property burned was 
about $900,000, and in this connection it is 
a unique fact that every dollar of this was 
|pald promptly and without dispute. 

Fine New 

Courthouse, 

The buildings that were destroyed were 
worth $1,000,000 and their contents as much 
‘more. Probably the greatest single loss 
was in the burning of the courthouse of 
McLean County, oné of the finest edifices 
of its kind in central Illinois, which was 
_built thirty years ago at a cbst of $400,- 
| 000. 

The ruins of the old courthouse have 
| been torn down and work is about to begin 
on the new, the contract for which calls 
| for an expenditure of $400,000. The separate 
| Steam-heating and lighting plant which is 
| to be erected and the fitting and furnish- 
| ing of the building will bring the total cost 
to $500,000. When the fire occurred McLean 
County did not owe‘a single Aollar, and, 
' with practically unlimited credit, the coun- 
\ty has had no difficulty in providing for 
ithe new courthouse.

STRANGE CHANGE OF VIEWS 


FAMOUS SCIENTIST NOW SEES AS 
OTHER MEN. 


When He Was Just a, Scientist He 
Believed That Married Women 
Bhould Have Professions, but 
Now He Agrees With 
Croker. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—This is a case in 
which Cupid has twisted Science round his 
thumb. Dr. Arthur MacDonald, the potent, 
grave and reverend authority on love, has 
changed his views. 

Why?T Because he has fallen in love. 

He knew all about it before, you know, 
from a scientific point of view. But now— 
well, he’s in love, that’s all, end what he 
thought he knew before doesn't count. 

Dr. MacDonald's change of mind ts briefly 
this: Before he fell in love he thought that 
marriage ought not to interfere with a 
professional woman's career, but now that 
he is engaged to Dr. Ella B. Everett, chief 
resident surgeon of the Woman's Hospital, 
Philadelphia, he believes with Mr. Croker 
that ‘“‘Woman's place is at home.” 

Home and fireside, babies and knitting— 
it's an odd somersault for Dr. MacDonald, 
who has delighted and inspired the ‘‘ad- 
vanced” of the other sex by writing in such 
exalted terms of woman's destiny. 

Dr. MacDonald's fame as a psychologist 
and criminologist is not ocnfined to this 
country. He was a friend of Lombroso be- 
fore that savant won world-wide renown, 
and Lombroso wrote a preface for Dr. Mac- 
Donald's work “Criminology.” 

The doctor has devoted much time to the 
study of human emotions as recorded by 
delicate machines, such as the kymograph- 
lon and the ergograph. 

He is quite a famous ‘author, is Dr. Mac- 
Donald. Uncle Sam employs him as a spe- 
clalist in the national bureau of education, 
and he has pofed about inquisitively in the 
secrets of the human mind -and written 
about the things he discovered—or thought 
he discovered.

PHENIX, Ariz., Nov. 3.—After wéeks of 
gecret investigation the territorial board 
of prisyun control is about to make a report 
on one of the most interesting cases in the 
criminal @nnals of Arizona. Some time next 
week it will recommend to Gov. Murphy 
that he pardon John Echol, who is serv- 
ing a term in tho penitentiary at Yuma, 
charged with one of the most daring stage 


robberies that has ever been known. 
In October of 1898 the stage which operates 


between Prescott and the Crowned King 
mine was held up by a lone robber, ne, 
at the points of a pair of pistols, relleves 
@ half dozen passengers of about $2000 in 
ash and jewelry and rifled the Wells- 
argo company 8 money bag and the mail- 
uch of an amount which is inestimable, 
ut which doubtless approxtmated several 
thousand dollars. A short time after the 
officers were on the trail and fol- 
to a cabin where John Echols made 

is home.

d been discardec ry : 
- cabin was found the cloth from which 
the mask had been cut, and a pair of hob- 
mailed shoes which the robber had worn 
and the peciwiar marks of which had en- 
abled the officers to follow the trail. Ech- 
ols was arrested the following daw and 
acknowledged the owenrship of the shoes, 
but vehemently denied all knowledge of the 
robbery. He could not prove an alibi and 
Was convicted to ten years at Yuma. 

A few days after the arrest of Echols, 
King Ussery, one of the most noted and 
clever crooks that have operated in Ari- 
gona, was captured and jailed on a war- 

nt charging him with the larceny of a lot 

valuable ore from a mine in Yavapat 
ounty. He was tried at. the Same term 
of court with Echols and atquitted through 
lack of evidence. He displayed great inter- 
est in xoung Echols and after/his own 
acquittal engaged his attorney, Thomas 
Fianegan, now district attorney,/to defend 
Bechols. A hard feht was wiade for the 
but the effort was frtile> as the 
fact that the defendant had _ previously 
killed a man in ‘Colorado being a strong 
arceument against him. 

A year later Ussery was arrested in Gila 
County and sentenced to a long term for 
stealing a lot of fine horses from the ranch 
of his uncle, near Globe. Various other 
charges were brought against him at the 
same time and are awaiting his release on 
the original charge. 

Despondent from the probability of many 
years in prison or actuated by his con- 
science, Ussery has made a confession that 
it was he who robbed the Prescott stage 
and that Echols is wholly innocent of the 
knowledge of the crime. In his affidavit 
he swears that on the day of the robbery 
he went to the Echols cabin, and, finding 
it unoccupled, appropriated the shoes of 
the owner and gut the/mask from a plece 
of calico. After the robbery he returned 
to the cabin and put on his own footwear. 
Gov. Murphy will return to Phenix from a 
campaign tour in a few days and will doubt- 
less pardon.Echols at once.

Excluding re-enlistments, 
the percentage of native born among the 
original enlistments was §8 1-3. 

“The reports show that the recruiting 
officers making the 19,017 enlistments em- 
braced in the first two items of foregoing 
list rejected 69,694 appliicants—about 78 per 
cent of the number seeking enlistment—as 
lacking in either legal, ntal, moral or 
physical qualifications; 937 of these were 
rejected as aliens and 2038 for illiteracy.”

“THEY SHOW NO APTITUDE’ 


Bo Acting Inspector General in Cuba 
Says in Report to War Department; 
Calle Them ‘‘Negatives.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Capt. F. 8. Fotz, 
Beoond Cavalry, acting insp genoral 
of the departments of Matanzas a inta 
Mara, in a report the war department 
Slaps the “sons of somebody" who have 
been given commissions in the regular 
army. His criticisms of the officers ap- 
pointed from the ranks of civilians are 
Severe. He says in part: 

“The great number of young men that 
have recently been commissioned from civil 
life as lieutenants and the fact that many 
of them are showing no aptitude for their 
profession, indicates that the regular army 


sho be allowed to avail itself of the 
rivilege heretofore granted only to volun- 

ra of calling boards to determine the 
fitness of an officer to hold his commis- 
Sion. These young men are not such as 

1 be likely to leave the service per court

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NUT GIRLS ON STRIKE 


INDIGNANT YOUNG WOMEN 
QUIT WORK. 


THEIR WAGES WERE REDUCED 


Date-Stuffers and WNut-Pickers Em- 
ployed by R .E. Funston & Co. Held 
a Meeting on a Wharfboat. 


Twenty-nine indignant feminine ‘“‘date- 
stuffers’ and 32 “nut pickers” congregated 
on a wharfboat at the foot of Olive street 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock and an 
hour later marched in a body to the office 
of R. E. Funsten & Co., 300 Commercial 
street, dealers in nuts, fruits, etc. This 
formidable assembly constituted about 
rer cent of the feminine employes of Fun- 
ston’s, who had gone ona strike. 

, Harly yesterday morning the firm 
announced to the girls, through the 
man, Will Newhan, that the “date 
ers’ '’ scale of wages would be reduced from 
1% cents \“e r pound to 1 cent, and the “date 
stuffers’’ had immediately thrown up their 
hands with horror, and their jobs with 
pleasure, and walked out of the building, 
after arranging to meet at the river front 
in the aft 2rncon. 

At 4 o'clock the council of war was held, 
and on the wharfboat the girls debated the 
wisdom of calliing on Mr. Funsten in a 
body and delivering him a dissertation on 
the danger of ‘“monkeying’’ with thelr 
wages. hey also discussed the advisabil- 
ity of “taking a fall’’ out of the few 
“scabs,” who persisted in stuffing dates at 
the reduced rate. 

“Any girl,”’ remarked & young miss of 15 

“who would stuff a date for 1 cent & pound 
is a ‘ragger,’ that’s what she Is.’

Somebody then suggested that Mr. Fun- 
sten was under the impression they were 
working for their health, and it was possi- 
ble he would settle for the week’s work at 
the new “scab’’ rate. 

“Well, if he does, we'll make 
house’ out of his place, and that's no 
fairy tale,’’ remarked a girl, a sentiment 
that was acquiesced in by a majority. 

On the way up to Funsten’s, the crowd of 
girls—who ranged in years from 15 to 50, and 
from the homely to the comely—was aug- 
mented by another crowd of strikers. 
These were the‘‘nut pickers.’’ The‘‘nut pick- 
ers’ want an incre ase in their wage. They 
have been getting 7c a pound for cracking 
pecans, and claim the firm recently re- 
ceived a quantity of a different grade of 
nuts which entailed a loss of time and sub- 
sequent decrease in their earnings, so that 
many of them contemplated making as- 
eeeats for the benefit of their “ered- 
tors, 

When the crowd reached the office they 
got in line and the cashier delivered their 
pay envelopes. It was a périlous moment 
for somebody, but the amounts received 
were satisfactory and the girls departed 
after a few uncomplimentary remarks. 

Most of the striking girls had secured 
new employment at a competing establish- 
ment during the day. 

Miss Emily Winters, a 
intelligent striker, stated 
to the Post-Dispatch. The ‘‘date stuffers” 
are the girls employed in stoning dates 
and inserting nut kernals in the aperture. 
For this work they received 4c per pound, 
The figm wished to reduce this wage to lec.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The Marchioness of 
Bute is on her way to the Holy Land with 
the strangest and saddest burden ever car- 
ried by a British widow. 

The Marquis of Bute, who died two weeks 
@go, gave orders that his heart should be 
taken from his body, carried to the Holy 
Land and buried on the Mount of Olives, 
the scene of the Agony in the Garden, out- 


side Jerusalem. 

In accordance with this command the 
raarquis’ heart was cut from his body l2 
hours after his death. It was carefully em- 
balmed and then placed in a heart-shaped 
giass vase. This again was placed in a beau- 
tiful heart-shaped silver case, and this in 
turn was inclos2d in a heavy, heart-shaped 
oaken case. 

His widow, Sprompesuse by her oldest 
gon and the Abbe Chauveault, the family 
chaplain, have started with the heart to 
Palestine, and will there bury it with a sim- 
ple service upon the site which, after that 
of the Crucifixion, is the most sacred in the 
world. The heart of the marquis’ eldest son, 
who died as a boy, was prepared in the 
game way, and it will be laid to rest to- 
gether with that of his father. 

The Mount of of Olives is a little hill, ly- 
ing to the east of Jerusalem. On it is situ- 
ated the Garden of Gethsemane, the scene 
of the Agony of the Savior. Here it was 
that He uttered the words: “O, my Father, 
if this cup may not pass from me,except 
I drink it, Thy: will be done.”’ 

It was in a profound spirit of rgigious 
devotion that ford Bute ordered that his 
heart should bé buried in this sacred place.

John T, Barnett Recalls Many 
Incidents of His Youth. 


FIRST VOTE WAS FOR CLAY. 


HELPED HARVEST FOR A CHANCE 
TO TALK POLITICS. 


Aged Citizen of Knox County, IIl., Re- 
members Many Details of the 
Life of the Martyred 
President. 


GALESBURG, Till, Nov. %.—There was 
held near here recently a celebration in 
honor of the ninety-first anniversary of the 
‘birth of John T. Barnett, or ‘Squire Bar- 
‘nett, as he is generally known. It took place 
‘at the log home west of this city, and many 
descendants from Knox and Warren Coun- 
ties were present. 

A peculiar interest attaches to the life 
of Mr. Barnett, for he was one of the young 
men friends of Abraham Lincoln, who was 
a few months his senior. The Barnetts came 
to Sangamon in 1829, and for six years Bar- 
nett resided in that county. He has lived 
in Knox County since 18/5, having spent 10 
years in Hancock County. 

The ‘squire says that Lincoln and he were

Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Barnett went to 
Springfield together in 1832-and cast their 
first votes, Lincoln for Henry Clay, and his 
companion for Andrew Jackson, and they 
joked each other about having killed a vote 
apiece. They voted in the old brick court- 
house, whose site is now occupied by the 
Capitol. 

Barnett tells that the second time Lincoln 
ran for the Legislature, he, Lincoln, and the

Jahn Dawson, William Carpenter and E. D. 
Taylor, happened by a field where Barnett 
and other men were engaged in cutting rye 
with sickels of a long, hook-like shape.

The ‘squire also recalls an anecdote of 
Mr. Lincoln's honesty. One night a woman 
came into the store when Lincoln was 
clerking there and called for and paid for 
a pound of tea. It was dark in the store, 
and Lincom gave her only half a pound. 
As soon as he lighted a candle he saw his 
error. He instantly did up another half 
pound and went to her home, a long dis- 


tance away, to deliver it.

WATINY CRAFT 
ACROSS THE SEA 


Man and Boy Sail From Gi- 
braltar to Punta Gorda. 


THE CAPTAIN'S LAST VOYAGE 


HE WILL RETIRE WITH FORTUNE 
MADE FROM A PRIZE. 


In a Boat Built Only for Sheltered 
Waters He Was Out Fifty-Nine 
Days, but Had Fine 
Weather. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fia., Nov. 8—In a craft 
that was built for navigation of sheltered 
waters, Captain Peter Johansen, mariner, 
and his twelve-year-old son Peter have 
braved the dangers of the Atlantic. Their 
little boat came boldly into the harbor of 
Punta Gorda yesterday, fifty-nine days out 
from Gibraltar. The captain and his son 
are heroes today. 

It was Captain Johansen’s final voyage. 
He has made a fortune from a prize of the 
sea, and intends hereafter to leave to his 
gon and others the tasks of the ocean. He 
wished to make his voyage one that would 
be remembered long by seafaring men. 

Captain Johansen left Punta Gorda 
twenty months ago in command of the Eng- 
lish tramp steamer Senator, which took a 
cargo of phosphate to Yokohama. His son 
went with him to learn the art of seaman- 
ship. 

He was off thePhilippines when the Ben- 
ator met a tropical storm. She rode safely 
through it, but her deck beams were carried 
away and all the sails destroyed. He had to 
take the vessel into port for repairs. 

On his return voyage to Liverpool the cap- 
tain picked up at sea a vessel that had been 
badly damaged by the storm and had been 
abandoned. The ship had listed heavily, and 
he found when he went on board that a 
heavy cargo of ore it carried had shifted. 
How the craft had weathered a storm in 

, such condition he could not explain. 

A crew from the Senator went aboard 
the abandoned vessel and righted the cargo, 
and the Senator then towed it to Gibraltar. 
After litigation in the British admiralty 
courts the prize and cargo were sold, and 
Capt. Johansen realized a large profit from 
his find. He decided to retire from the sea, 
resigned command of the Senator and de- 


cided to return to his home in Punta Gorda 
in @ manner that would astonish his neigh- 


e purchased a boat 29 feet long, with 7 
feet gy eee beam. Into this he and his 
gon loaded 180 gallons of water and food for 
60 days, and set sail. They came by way 
of the Canaries, the north of Santo Domin- 
go, Porto Rico and Cuba, and landed only 
at Boca Grande. 

There was great excitement when the lit- 
tle craft entered the harbor of Punta Gorda 
the masters of other craft were told 
who had navigated it and how far it had 
come. Capt. Johansen, however, has been 
inclined to be modest about the voyage, Say- 
there was no danger, as no storms were 
encountered on the way.

West. For years she has daily risked her 
life in the pursuit of her vocation.

COLOMBO, Ceylon, Sept. 15.—George M. 
Schilling, the one-armed Pittsburger, who 
left New York Aug. 3, 1897, to walk around 
the world, has arrived here from Aus- 
tralia. He is still accompanied by the 
weary, footsore fox hound. He has had no 
other companion in his tramp of 20,000 miles 
to date. 

He says that he ts to win a big wager if 
he returns with $5000, no part of which he 
has begged, borrowed or stolen. He started 
clothed in a sult made of newspapers and 
earned an old outfit of clothing before he 
had gone 50 miles from New York. He 
walked to Chicago, to St. Louis, to Kansas 
City, to Auburquerque, to San Bernadena, 
to I.os Angeles, and, reaching San Fran- 
cisco, rested a while and went on to Port- 
land, Seattle and Vancouver. He went *to 
Victoria, returned to Vancouver, and sailed 


on June 8, 1898, for Sydney, Australia, 
which he reached after a passage of 55 
days on the sailing ship U. P. Grace. 

Leaving Sydney on Sept. 8 he reached Mel- 
bourne on Oct. 17, and on Nov. 8 sailed for 
Tasmania, where he arrived on Dec. 9. He 
walked overland to Hobart, and was great- 
ly impressed by the hospitality of the Tas- 
manians. He visited Queenstown, Zeehan 
and other mining centers. 


Arrives in 
New Zealand. 

On Dec. 15 he left for New Zealand, arriv- 
ing there on Deco. 19. Dunedin was reached 
on New Year's Day, 1899. Passing through 
Timarn and Temuka, Christchurch was 
reached on Jan. 14. 
Kumara, Greymouth and Reefton, reaching 
Wilson on Feb. 20. He next took ship for 
Wellington visited several towns and 
passed into the Maori district. Making 
Auckland on April 7, he left for Queenland 
and landed at Rockhampton. Walkin down 
to Bribane, he struck Gladstone, Marys- 
borough, Gymfie; stayed three days at Bris- 
bane, and after a long journey reached Syd- 
ney Aug. 27. 

Melbourne was reached about the latter 
end of September, 1899. He then walked to 
Geelong; then on to Ballarat. Bendigo via 
Marysborough and Castlemain was next 
reached. Christmas day he spent at a 
town named Stawell and starting again he 
reached the border of Sovth Australia on 


Jan. 1 of the present year. At Bordeston he 


' 


was at the edge of the desert. The heat was 
intense, so Schilling decided to cross this 
stretch of country in the cool of the night. 
Murray Bridge was entered on Jan. 5, and 
Adelaide, the capital of South Australia, 


He next touched at. 


4 o'clock in the morning and walk till the 
sun grows hot; then breakfast and rest, 
start In the afternoon and keep on till 9 
or 10 at night. This plan he means to ad- 
here to strictly when in the tropics. 

Schilling’s worst experiences have been 
want of water and food and some very bad 
attacks of fever, through all of which his 
marvellous constitution brought him safe. 

The feat of walking through the world 
has had its fascinations for others before 
Schilling, but the two best known who at- 
tempted it—both Frenchmen—succumbed, 
and strangely, both in Australia. Henri 
zilbert was one of those. He started from 
Paris and went through the first year of 
it manfully, but fifteen months ago he was 
found dead in his bed in Queensland. 

The other who died “on the road’ was 
Dr. Barnet, who only walked six months. 
He died in New South Wales of fever and 
general breakdown.

INCREASES IN POPULATION. 

The Central West has not kept pace with other sections in 
the increase of population. 

While the increase in the country is 21 per cent, this average 
is not approached by any State in that region except Illinois, 
In that State the increase is from 38,826,351 to 4,821,550. or 23 
per cent. But it will be observed that the city of Chicago 
contributes practitally all the increase. Ohio rises from 3,672,- 
$16 to 4,157,545. or 13 per cent; Indiana from 2,192,404 to 2.,- 
616,462, or 15 per cent; Missouri from 2,679,184 to 3,107,117 or 
16 per cent: Lowa from 1,911,896 to 2,251,829, or 17 per cent. 
The increases in Nebraska and Kansas are nominal. 
In the Southern States, excluding Texas, the increase is 20 
per cent, not quite the average for the country, Texas rose 
from 2,235,523 to 3,048,828, or 36 per cent. :

Jury and Tax Amendments. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The last legislature passed seven joint and 
concurrent resolutions submitting to the 
qualified voters of this state seven amend- 
ments to the constitution of Missourl. The 
writer would advise every voter of the state 
to strike out ‘“‘no’’ and vote “‘yes’’ on each 
of the proposed amendments. 

These amendments will be found on every 
ballot and the voter should read these 
amendments carefully before casting his 
ballot. 

To understand how to vote intelligently, 
we should first know what the old consti- 
tution is (where there is any constitution or 
law on the matter), and what the new 
amendments propose. 

Two of thes amendments we propose to 
discuss, to-wit: the proposed change in our 
‘jury system” and that concerning ‘“‘taxa- 
tion.”’ 

1. The new jury amendment as proposed 
reads as follows: “Section 28. The right of 
trial by jury as heretofore enjoyed, shall re- 
main inviolate, but a jury for the trial of 
civil and criminal cases in courts not of 
record may consist of less than 12 men as 
may be prescribed by law; (and that a two- 
thirds (2-3) majority of such number pre-

Constitutional Amendment No. 3. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The substance of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment is that when land is 
mortgaged, the value of the iand less the 
mortgage shall be assessed to the owner of 
the land, and the mortgage or the amount 
of the money loaned on the mortgage shall 
be assessed to the holder of the mortgage. 

As the law now stands, the land owner 
has to pay taxes on the vaiue of the land, 
and the mortgage holder on his notes. That 
is, supposing ihe vaiue of a farm or house 
is $luv,0vuu. It is mortgaged for jw Under 

resent law the land owner pays taxes on 

10,000 and the mortgagee on $5000; which 
makes these parties pay taxes on $15,000, 
where there is only $10,000 represented in 
values. 

The proposed law is just; the law now 
causes double taxation theoretically, though 
in fact few mortgagees pay taxes on their 
notes. 

Suppose the amendment provided that 
when land was mortgaged the land owner 
should pay taxes on the value of the land 
in excess of the gnortgage only, and there 
was no provision in the amendment requlir- 
ing the holder of the mortgage to pay 
anything. That would relieve the land 
owner and would impose no new burden 
on the mortgagee, but it would decrease 
taxes enormously. The mortgagee is re- 
quired by law to pay taxes on his notes 
now. This amendment will force the hold- 


er of the mortgage to pay taxes, whe 
there was no way of getting at’ him be 
borrower?

WHEAT WILL ADVANCE 


FINE GRAIN SHOULD SHOW A 
BETTER TONE. 


GRAIN TRADE WAS QUIET

During the Past Week Changes in All 
Grains Were of Small Im- . 
portance, 


As predicted by the Post-Dispatch, the 
wheat market was stronger during the 
past week, occasionally shading off siigit- 
ly under heavy selling, but, on the whole, 
more than holding its own. being helped 
upwird by strong cables and a fair amount 
of buying. 

Foreigners were disposed to follow the 
dictates of the trade of. this country and 
most changes were made in sympathy with 
spurts or declines recorded in the big mar- 
kets of this country. There was some liqui- 
dating abroad, but during the early part 
of the week prices slowly advanced under 
generally improved buying from the short 
interest. 

Receipts were small in all quarters of this 
country, but as an offset to this the de- 
mand at times was decidedly off color and 
with the occasional falling off in this sup- 
port selling orders would come in and then 
the range would ease off. 

For the week December showed an ad- 
vance of 1%c and May advanced 1%@1%c. 

The corn market most of the week was 


work somewhat higher in sympathy with 
the stronger tone in -wheat. 

On its own account there was little new 
to affect corn prices and when for a season 
the wheat market would be inactive there 
would be scarcely any trading in the coarse 
grain. 

The oats market was even more uninter- 
esting than the corn and during the entire 
week -only one sale was recorded for the 
May future and none for the December and 
at this time of the year generally the most 
active future. 

May sold at 24%c and closed at the same 
figure, while December closed at 22%c asked 
with not a sale recorded for the entire week. 

At present it should be easy to predict 
the course of the wheat market for at least 
one day, after that many new considera- 
tions may enter into trading. 

Wheat will almost certainly go higher 
during the early part of this week. During 
the last three days of last week wheat de- 
clined, yet in the’ face of this cables were 
considered strong, as they did not come up 
entirely to the daily falling off. Receipts 
are small in the northwest and at the local 
market, and there is a stronger disposition 
to cover short lines. Longs have got rid of 
most of their wheat on the upturn, and will 
not sell more until the market shows some 
advance. It seldom occurs that the wheat 
markets has more than a three day's de- 
cline, and traders are of the opinion that 
wheat is now a good purchase.

He compelled the men to 
paint out his name. They refused to paint 
out the rest of the legends. They also de- 
clined to pull in the effigv. Mr. Weber was 
so angry that he paid off all the men in 
silver dollars. Then he went away to join 
the parade. 

The effigy was placed in’front of the 
building by electricians in revenge. Mr. 
Weber had given them a day off in cele- 
bration cf the McKinley parade. As all the 
men were Bryan supporters they conceived 
the plan of hanging McKinley in effigy. 


Wild Time at 
Hoffman House. 

Immediately after the last man of the 
parade had passed under the naval arch. 
5:50 o‘clock, there was a rush for the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel and Hoffman House. dThe 
latter place is usually considered the stamp- 
ing ground of the Democrats and there was 
a commotion when about 500 men wearing 
McKinley and Roosevelt badges and yel- 
ling for the Republican candidates invaded 


the office and did a noisy walk around for 
about five minutes. Then they began to 
make the office wild and hilarious of- 
fers to bet. . Democrats had by this time 
caught their breath and swarmed around 
the mud-bespattered paraders. Men wav- 
ing flags stood on chairs and sofas and 
yelled, and it looked &s_ though there wold 
be a general fight. At that time 20 police 
men with a.captain at their head appeared 
in front of the Hoffman House. The cap- 
— said: “Go in there and clear out the 
office.”’ 

The bluecoated men rushed in, and with- 
out waiting to ask any questions or listen 
to explanations or expostulations grabbed 
those near the doors, rushed them to the 
sidewalk, gave them a shove and then went 
back for more. In about five minutes the 
invading Republicans and many of the 
Democrats were outside the hotel. Order 
was restored. When the dust had settled 
the Post-Dispatch reporter asked how many 
thousands of dollars had been bet on the 
result. “Nota cent,’’ said a Tammany man. 
‘Those men were bluffers.’’

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 3.—One of the most 
systematically fought campaigns in the his- 
tory of Nebraska practically closed with 
tonight.

Private Brayman’'s troop was in command 
of Lieut. Arthur Thayer, whose home is 
Evansville, Ind., and who was wounded 
at the battle of Santiago de Cuba. With 
several other wounded officers he was re- 
turned to Jefferson Barracks to recuper- 
ate in July, 1898. For more than a year 
he has been in the Philippines. Following 
is the private’s letter: 


By H. A. BRAYMAN, 


DINGRASS, Locos Norte, Luzon, Aug. 9. 
WoO squadrons of the Third Cavalry, 
- Troops A. C, D, E, F, K, L and M, 
arrived in Manila Oct. 1, 1899, and 
were sent to hold south line trenches at 
Pasay Oct. 6, which position we held for 
one week, when we were ordered to take 
a train for San Fernando de Tampanga. 
The 
San Fernando and Dagupan is 153 miles 
long, narrow gauge, and with the speed, 


under full steam, of 25 to 30 miles per 
hour. 


When we arrived at San Fernando we 
found the town in very good condition. A 
few buildings had been burnt when Agui- 
naldo and his forces were compelled to 
evacuate. After stopping here one week 
to have horses shod we started in to push 
north. Every foot of ground from now on 
had to be contested, if the so-called 
Filipino government did not wish to evacu- 
peacefully. We went north through 
Arayat, San Isidor and Cabanatuan with- 
out meeting any opposition, and were all 
feeling disappointed at the outlook of 
things in gereral. 

We were now getting away 
roads, and our base of supplies, and were 
commencing to live on the country. After 
leaving Cabanatuan, we started for Tayug, 
where the seat of the Filipino government 
then was. We puiled in to find that they 
had gone, but in such a hurry as to leave 
behind personal papers of the famous Agut- 
naldo, his wife's wardrobe, printing 
presses and several hundred suits of uni- 
form.

There we found the 
enemy heavily intrenched on the side of a 
mountain at an elevation of 700 to 1000 feet, 
about fifteen hundred strong. At 8:30 a. m. 
we started to deploy, and at noon the ball 
opened, with K Troop right flank, D Troop 
in front of. and on a hill, with a range 
of 1200 yards, A Troop in the valley in 
front of D Troop, range of 600 yards, F 
and H of the Thirty-fourth moving to the 
left to get in rear of enemy, and G ef 
Thirty-fourth left flank. A Troop, being the 
closer and in plain view, received the 
heaviest fire, which was returned with all 
the vim in us. 

At 3 p. m. three companies of- the Thir- 
ty-third came to our relief. At 5:30 F and 
H{ of the Thirt¥-fourth gained their posi- 
tion in the rear of the enemy and at a 
higher elevation. 

After an eight-mile march the order 
passed along the line to cease firing while 
F and H poured in a deadly volley from 
the rear, which literally annihilated the 
enemy. The remainder retreated to a 
pass in the mountains. 

The casualties were three Americans 
killed, several wounded. The enemy lost 
over 100 killed and as many wounded. 

We then moved back to San Quintan, 
where | we pitched camp.

received that Vegan, garrisoned bx 200, had 
been attacked and was in need of assis- 
tance. 


A and K troops pushed into Vegan and 
found the Americans still on top but bad- 
ly disabled. Casualties, 8 Americans killed, 
several wounded. Enemy, about 100 killed 
and as many wounded. 


Here we stopped a week to give our horses 
a rest, when we again started on our march, 
going north as far Batac without opposi- | 
tion. 


We were informed the enemy were ten | 
miles out in the mountains. We started 
to overtake them and after traveling about 
five miles, captured their outpost of three 


men and guns. Next morning we pushed | 


on, encountering the enemy on a hill, two 
hundred strong. Here we had a sharp én- 
counter, but succeeded finally in driving 
them off, after killing 15 and wounded sev- 
eral. Two Americans were killed, and one 
wounded, ajl of A troop. 


We were then as far north as it was pos- 
silble to get at that time. Our next: move 
was to Bana, Dingras, Salsona and then 
Saoag, where we stopped for a week. Final- 
ly headquarters was established there, and 
we had no further trouble until the general 
outbreak in May.

TELLS OF OTHER MISSOURIANS 


IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


ERGT. FREDERICK J. LIESMANN, 
S now in the Philippines, enlisted in the 
American army of volunteers at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, 8t. Louis. He is a mem- 
ber of Company M of the Thirty-eighth In- 
fantry, a regiment which was recruited 
largely from Missouri and Illinois. He saw 
service in Cuba with the Sixteenth United 
States Infantry and won a certificate of 
merit for bravery at the assault on San 
Juan Hill. He enlisted in the Thirty-eighth 
in September, 1899. 

Sergt. Liesmann is now in command of 
the battalion of scouts of his regiment, 
which is now garrisoning the province of 
Batangas, Luzon Island. He has written to 
a friend at Dixon, Me., his home, the fol- 
lowing letter: 


By F. J. LIESMANN. 


SAN JOSE, Luzon, P. IL., Sept. 15, 1900. 
HAVEN'T had a letter for nearly two 
months. I will resume my narrative of 
our experiences and how we are making 
it at playing this glorious game of grab. 
On the 26th of August we took part in a 
general movement to strike the insurgents 
who had fired into the garrison at Batan- 
gas. Details from all three battalions ef * 
Thirty-eighth were in it. Our men marcned 
from San Jose to Batangas in the afternoon 
and were to leave at 1 o’clock the next 
afternoon by the mountain trail of Tal-em- 
poke, where Maj.

They got it pretty 
hot, judging from the firing, so another 
squad was sent out. 

By 1 ociock a. m. every available man 
was in the trenches around the —— old 
town.

We embarked on the gunboat at about 9:30 
a. m. Col. Anderson, thé major, doctor and 
Lieut. Thompson accompanied us. ''We 
coasted along a shore where mountains of 
green and granite sloped sheer into a.sea 
of emerald roaring over coral reefs Jn a 
tempest of white surf. 

The coast of Luzon is beautiful beyond 
description. We passed beyond Looboo’ to 
deceive the enemy, and when behind the 
nearest headland we turned the Villalobos’ 
nose in toward land, called away the boats, 
and in a few minutes were tumbling across 
the big swells to the beach. As we went 
in three horsemen went splashing through 
the surf and dashed away. The first thing 


we struck was a slough of liquod mud, 


nearly waist deep, which we were com- 
pelled to wade. We got in without mishap, 
D Company reported firing to the left as 
they came over the Taleum trail, so I knew 
that it was our detail from San Jose. 
Two days later the San José men went 
back via Taleum, and I accompanied them. 


We were the last to go and only remained 


in hope of turning up the insurgent posi- 
tion. 

The trip over the mountains was terrible. 
Nearly every one became exhausted,as did I 
for the first time since we have been in the 


islands. There is no use to describe the miles. 


of agonizing uphill and down, dried up with 
fever and suffering the pain of laceratéd 
feet from wading mud and water and get- 
ting your shoes full of sand and gravel. 
When we arrived at San Jose I found that 
Walls, my companion in the scout, Was 
dead and buried, having died in the hospital 
while we were at Batangas. You may tm- 
agine how I felt. He was like a brother to 
me, and with Nelson, had been with me 
from the time I bé@gan scouting. He left no 
address of relatives whom we could write, 
but I understand that his father lives in 
Springfield, Mo., and is quite wealthy. 


Our native interpreter, Gil Delipe, was 
treacherously murdered last evening in the 
outskirts of town by two of these coward- 
ly insurrecto scoundrels. He fired two shots 
at his assailants after being thrust through 
the body with a dagger. I am getting to 
hate and despise these people. The Span- 
lards killed and wounded 127 of my regi- 
ment (the Sixteenth United States Infan- 
try) in nine hours at San Juan alone, but I 
have never felt any hatred for them. But 
this damnable race of Mongol-Filipinos are 
the most cowardly, ungrateful and unscru- 
pulous people, except the Chinese, that {’ 
have ever seen. 


You should see the vegetation of this 


‘country. Broad roads of a month ago are 


covered with grass and ferns. There are 
hundreds of acres of forest in Luzon where 
the sun never shines on the ground the 
vear round. Parts of the woods are like 
flowery gardens. 


Almost every church tower has a cluster 
of bushes growing from its top. I have seen’ 
at Rosario Church a tree four inches in. 
diameter growing from the solid stonewall 
ten feet above the ground. Near San Jose is 
a canyon 45 or 50 feet deep at the edge of 
which trees are growing. Their roots have 
worked down the face of the rock from top 
to bottom and grown together until there is 
a solid slab of wood like a great rough 
board grown against the side of the canyon 
and extending along it for hundreds of 
yards. Boabal trees, whose shade covers 
150 feet of ground, are common. And yet, 
there is nothing like the good old healthful 
hills of the Ozarks and no people like nage 
of Missouri.

Kentuckian and Texan Bet. 
HE SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH of a 
‘n weék ago told the story of the novel 
political wager made by H. L. Asher 
of Kentucky and Congressman Joe Bailey 
of Texas, 

Mr. Asher is one of the foremost horse- 
men in Kentucky and he has a stud valued 
at $45,000. This stud he has risked upon

“This is not an ordinary bet with money,” 
says Mr. Asher.

The newspapers of the day 
got hold of the story and printed it, but, 
after the fashion of those days, no names 
were given. And, also after the fashion 
of the day, the little affair was referred to 
asa “brawl and affray,"’ when in these days 
it would be Called a case of ‘‘drunk and dis- 
orderly.”’ 

About 20 years ago Jay Gould put up a 
Steamboat as a stake on an _e election.

It is this prop- 
erty which has been given to Columbia 
University. Its value was estimated four 
years ago at $1,100,000. 

Two conditions were attached to this gift, 
which wae announced by the university 
trustee® March 7, 1898. 

First, the donor is to receive annually 
@uring his lifetime $60,000; second, the in- 
come from the property above this amount, 
if any. previous to Loubat’s death, goes to 
the Library of Columbia University; but 
the principal does not belong to the uni- 
versity until the count Is no more. 

As the university will not come into pos- 
session of the $1,100,000 until the Duc de 
Loubat’s death, the university stands in tho 

of an heir with the exception that 
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Someone at the library had opened a win- 
dow, but Loubat made him close it, re- 
marking, with a laugh, that he thought 
the library official entertained designs 
against him. . 

Aside from the advantages derived by the 
beneficiary from such a gift, Loubat's plan 
of getting rid of his money, and yet retain- 
ing it, has other attractive features. It 
eliminates the possibility of a will Yontest 
after his death; it saves the 
tax; it avolds legal expenses in proba 
the will. 

Loubat, in drawing up his gift, employed 
the best legal talent he could obtain for 
the purpose. He has seen to it that his 
money will not go astray. In placing it in 
the hands of the trustees of Columbia 
University he has, as a matter of cold fact, 
engaged the entire board of trustees as his 
financial agents. 

An exceptional character is Joseph F.

The carnation, which is pressing closely 
upon the chrysanthemum as the favorite 
autumn flower for personal decoration, will 
present some new candidates for popular 
approval. 3 

One of these is the Ethel Crocker, named 
for the California railway promoter's 
MGaughter. It is a delicate pink of light 
shade. 

Another is the Geneva Lerd from Oak- 
land, Md., which is of a lighter pink than 
the famous Lawson carnation, which solid 
for $3v,000, and of which several fine spect- 
mens will be on view, 

Gov. Roosevelt is the name of a new car- 
nation, which is a dark red, almost black, 
one of the collection. 

Among the new roses will be shown the 
Liberty, a deep carmine flower, success- 
fully cultivated in St. Louls for the first 
time this yesr, The Liberty came from 
Paris and was brought to this country by 
amen from the unpoetic city of Hoboken, 
N. J. It is considered the best bioomer of 
all the roses and keeps a long time after 
being cut.

HYBRIDIZATION IN 
FLOWER CULTURE 


By EMIL SCHRAY. 


II improvement of flowers by the 
| hybridizing process is an interesting 


study, and would be more generally 
practiced, even by the laity among flower 
lovers, were the process more generally 
known, 

It is a simple process, and yet tedious and 

* frequently disappointing. Sometimes the ex- 
perimenter may make a hundred attempts 
before he produces an improved blossom, It 
is easy to produce a flower as good as the 
originals, and of different tints, but diffi- 
eult to turn out a new variety superior to 
the parent flowers. 

Hybridisation is a simple process, yet it 
requires great care and a knowledge of the 
proper season and conditions, Let us take, 
for example, the carnation, The process is 
simply to transfer the pollen of one blossom 
to the stamen of another, permitting It to 
fertilize in the seed pod, 

We first pull away the petals of the blos- 
som upon which the transferrence is to be 
made, leaving the #«tamen standing naked, 
The pollen to be transferred must be dry 
and powdery. We take a fine camel's hair 
brush and deposit the pollen on the ends 
cf the stamens, which are somewhat sticky, 
and the powder adheres. The pollen then 
gces down a sort of canal in the stamen to 
the seed pod, where it is left to fertiltme. 

One can always tell when the fertiliza- 
tion has been successful, if it is done with- 
out removing the petals, for the flower 
“goes to sleep,"’ as we term it—closes up. 

The seeds are then allowed to ripen and 
are planted, the product being the hybrid 
plant, 

Bees frequently hybridize flowers by de- 
positing pollen from one yariety of blossom 
upon another. We find it difficult to prevent 
the bees from doing this, for the flowers 
must have ventilation, and the bees are 
assiduous, fiying from sweet to sweet. 
When you see blossyms that look tired it Is 
in all probability a case of fertilization 
through the agency of Reney bees. 

Carnations should be fertilized early In 
the spring and chrysanthemums late in the 
fall. Whenever the pollen is in the proper 
condition 1&8 the season for its inoculation. 

Hard-stem plants, like roses, which sur- 
vive the winter, may be grafted and vudded, 
as well as fertilized by the transferrence 
of pollen in the ma@mner described. 

It is by mo means a matter of certainty 
as to what shade of color or form of blos- 
som the hybrid will be. Sometimes two 
pinks will produce a deeper pink or even 
a white, and again a variegated petal. 

One must have great patience and love 
the work to be successful. The reward lies 
in producing a much impnoved variety 
after many trials. 
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Experiments in Acclimatization of Plants Raised for 
Food Purposes in Other Countries Conducted 
by Our Agricultural Experts.

ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 
S WILSON has done a bit of practical 
gardening during the past summer, 
which will result in the distribution of some 
new seeds this winter. 

The garden is located on the Potomac 
flate and was started for the purpose of 
experimenting with various plants newly 
introduced into this country by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. It covers about twen- 


| ty-five acres, and a considerable part of this 
, @rea was devoted to the cultivation of a 


number of valuable kinds of potherbs, 


which Secretary Wilson wishes to add to 


the list of of those already known to Amer- 
ican housewives. Before long supplies of the 
seeds will be distributed all over the Unit- 
ed States, and anybody who wants to raise 
them will have a chance to do so. Many is 
the dish of soup or stew to which they will 
lend flavors, at once delicious and novel, 
for the benefit of everyday people. 

One of these potherbs is a vine from 
India, called in that country “‘basella,"’ and 
commonly grown on poles, though it does 
very well running over the ground, It has 
exquisite pinkish blossoms, small and some- 


what resembling those of the trailing ar- 
butus or mayflower, and these are replaced 
in due time by cunning little fruits that 
look like tiny blackberries. It is one of the 
most delicious of ail potherbs, and a notable 
point about this plant is that it keeps on 
growing all summer long, continually pro- 
ducing fresh leaves for the housewife's use. 
The vine, by the way, is related to the wel!- 
known Madeira vine, which is familiar in 
houses. 

Another of the new potherbs is the so- 
called New Zealand gpinnach, which has 
been well known in Europe for ever so long. 
it looks not very unilke the ordinary table 
spinach, and undoubtedly will be a great 
acquisition. Then there fs a kind of sorrel, 
with large leaves that have a rather agrcee- 
able sour taSte when one bites a piece. lt is 
related to the familiar American sorrel, but 
quite a different plant. 

Of course, everybody knows the common 
okra, which is so important an ingrelient of 
gumbo soup—that dish of delightful favor 
which originated in the South. But Secre- 
tary Wilson is raising tn his truck patch a 
HMureopean okra which is like ours much 
magtified, having great pods eight inches in 
length, and not less tender by reason of 
their sige. Here is a novelty that ts sure 
to command attention from the woman who

of a hazel nut, These are an excellent table 
vegetable, when sultably prepared, and in 
Europe the children are fond of eating 
them raw, in whieh condition they taste 
somewhat like co@@anut, Chufa is the name 
of the plant, and there is a fair prospect 
that within a few years from now it will 
be widely Known in this country. 
Kverybody who has read the “Arablan 
Nights’ remembers ‘‘sesame,’' the word 
which the wicked man in the story of “Ail 
Baba" was unable to recall when he wanted 


to get out of the robbers’ cave, whose door. 


would open only when the name of that 
kind of seed was uttered. In India sesame 
seed furnishes the leading table oil of the 
country, and the stems and leaves of the 
plant are commonly utillzed for salads. The 
Ollis known as ‘‘bene oil."' . 

Experiments are being made with this 
plant in the truck patch and it is thought 
that both seeds and leaves will prove avail- 
able for various uses in the United States. 
Now and then one sees little cakes and 
cookies speckled over with, small seeds 


which are sesame, and foreigners on this 


side of the water are particularly fond of 
them. 

The nasturtium, so famous for its, beauti- 
ful bell-shaped flowers, has long been well 
known a8 a potherb, the leaves being util- 
ized for that puftpose, while the blossoms 
are employed for salads, and the seeds 
make delicious pickles, Trials are being 
made with certain varieties, with a view to 
developing them as advantageously as pus- 
sible. 


Another interesting plant looks Hke a gi- 
gantic thistle, but is in reality the 
so-called “globe artichoke.” This kind 
of artichoke is largely eaten in 
Europe, but is hardly known in 
this country outside of Loulsiana, where 
it is quite extensively cultivated for the 
New Orleans market, being highly appre- 
clated by the Creoles. The plant is not at 
all related to the Jerusalem artichoke, 
Which is in reality a sunflower. 

One of the curiosities cultivated on this 
farm of Unele Bam's ts the “shooting cur 
cumber''-#8o called because the fruit en 
ripe bursts with a sharp report, scattering 
the brilliant red seeds for a considerable 
distance, This, of course, is Nature's meth- 
od of securtng the distrifution of the plant 
over as wide an area as possible, The cu- 
cumber has an extremely brittle case. 
which, fm the progess of ripening, seems to 
arrive At a condition of such strain that 


It is not useful for food, but has medicinal 
value, while the vine is quite beautiful and 
ornamental, being suited, therefore, for cul- 
tivation in gardens for merely decorative 
effect, 

There are a few beds of chickpeas, which 
were known to the ancient Romans as cicer 
~a name which has been bestowed by mod- 
ern botanists upon the genus to which the 
plant belongs. It was from this plant that 
Cicero, the famous orator, derived his pa- 
tronymic, owing to the fact that an ances- 
tor of his had a pecullar wart on his nose 
resembling a chickpea. 

The excrescence could hardly have added 
to the gentleman's beauty, one would think, 
inasmuch as a chickpea is about five times 
the size of an ordinary pea. In India it is 
largely utilized as food, being known in 
that country as the “gram."’ Large quanti- 
ties of chickpeas have been sold in the 
United States at high prices under the name 
of ‘Idaho coffee berries,’ being dried, 


roasted and sold as a substitute for, ¢r 


adulterant of, coffee. 

Two serious difficulties with which the 
experts in charge of the garden have to 
contend are sparrows and rats. The spar- 
rows eat the growing corn and wheat, 
which are cultivated in sma]] quantities for 
seed, the object in view being to obtain im- 
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proved varieties by the process known as 
plant breeding. As for the rata, they are 
big gray fellows, which come from the 
shipping docks in the neighborhood. They 
devour all sorta of products of the truck 
patch and are particularly destructive to 
the cowpeas , 

The pods of the cowpea, which |is a for- 
age plant, are a foot or more in length, 
each of them containing a number of peas. 
A rat will take hold of a ped, and, @With a 
series of bites along it, will extract every 
one of the seeds, leaving it otherwise tin- 
tact 

There is a small field of gourds, of ae 
sizes and most eccentric shapeg, some of 
which are produced by plants that have 
been brought from China. They have no im- 
portant economic use in this country, but 
are ornamental and curlous. In more south- 
erm latitudes they are utilized as vessels, 
and tn Mexico grows a variety whose skeie- 
ton, under the name of “luffa,’’ has become 
well known in this country during the last 
few years as the “vegetabje sponge.”’ From

Peru come valuable peppers, some of them 
of astonishing sise, which are being raised 
by the depariment of agriculture for the 
purpose of ascertaining thelr qualities. 
The “husk tomato" is from Mexico, where 
it is much prized, and Secretary Wilson 
thinks that it ts likely to prove a very use- 
ful vegetable in this eountry. It is hardly 
bigger than a horse chestnut, and ia en- 
closed in a thin skin, which dries a@ the 
fruit ripens and is readily pulled off. So 
far as known it is never eaten raw in the 
country where it Is native, but ls most pal- 
atable when properly cooked, and ta espe- 
claily good when prepared as a conserve. 
Of course the ordinary tomato is one of the 
vegetables which originated in the New 
World, being grown under cultivation in 
Mexico and in Peru at the time when Co- 
lumbus landed. 

Among other things tht are being tried

Weekly Lessons in 


Biblical Instruetion.and the Methods 
Employed by This Unique Rep- 
resentative of the Moody 
Institute. 


Bible Institute at Chicago is teach 

ing in St. Louls what is perhaps 

the largest Bible normal! class in the West. 

Teaching Bible teachers to teach is Mr. 

Newell's specialty. He was trained for it 

in the Moody Institute, and, like St. Paul, 
he says: 

“This one thing I do.” 

That Mr. Newell is a busy man may be 
known from these things: He has a class 
in Detroit, Mich., every Monday afternoon 
and another every Monday night; he comes 
to St. Louls every Tuesday afternoon and 
teaches from 3:45 o'clock in the afternoon 
until 9:45 o’clock at night; he returns to 
Chicago Tuesday night and has classes in 
Chicago Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
afternoon and night. 

Mr. Newell is middle-aged, slightly gray, 
tall and sharp-featured. He has one of 
those rich voices which @ther command at- 
tention or make themselves heard above the 
hum of a great throng. He looks the stu- 
dent, But the most interesting thing about 
him is his manner. He is a rapid-fire gun. 
Questions, criticisms, explanations, quota- 
tions and suggestions come torrential from 
his tongue. He has wonderful energy and a 
quick wit. He has no time to stop and 
scratch his head. He does not want to 
spend his class hour telling his class what 
he knows, but to find but what they know. 
Mr. Newell proceeds upon the theory that 
among the things best remembered are 
those of whose knowledge one is caught 
lacking when it would be satisfying to 
know. If, for instance, he asks a member 
of his class why Christ was*born in a man- 
ger and not in one of the palaces of Je- 
rusalem, and the person questioned does not 
know, it is Mr. Newell's belief that he can 
never catch that same person again with 
that same question. 

Mr. Newell has been widely known sev- 
eral years as one of the foremost of Amer- 
ican Bible teachers, but this is the first 
time the Bible students of St. Louis have 
brought him to this city. The Protestant 
ministers of St. Louis undertook to bring 
Mr. Newell here and met with what Mr. 
Newell declares to have been ‘“‘a most won- 
derful unanimity’ among St. Louls Bible 
studehts to attend classes once every week. 
He began Tuesday, Oct. 22, and more than 
800 persons attended his first class. The 
meetings are held in the Compton and 
Washington Avenue Presbyterian Church. 
The second Tuesday night, Oct. 30, more 
than 1000 persons attended Mr. Newell's 
meeting, and more than 600 persons at- 
tended his earlier meeting late in the after- 
, noon. 

While Mr. Newell's is chiefly a normal 
work, his classes are not confined to per- 
sons desiring to teach the Bible. Anyone 
may attend and be welcome, and that the 
attendance at last Tuesday night's meet- 
ing exceeded a thousand proves that the 
interest In the work has gone much beyond 
the circle of Bible teachers in St- Louis. 
The success of the undertaking is such that 
Mr. Newell finds himself teaching the 
masses.

Christ was: sent to the Jews for a reason 
that all close students of the Bible see when 
they have sufficiently read the book. God 
was making an experiment with the hu- 
man race. He was testing it. The test 
proved the human race a failure. 

Now I will ask you why God did not send 
Christ to the Jews in Solomon's time, their 
halcyon day, when they were a free nation 
and could possibly have done better than 
they did when they were under the power 
of the Romans and were a captive race in 
poor circumstances to receive the Savior. 

If you are a good Bible teacher you can 
answer that. The Bible tells. Christ was not 
sent among the Jews in Solomon's time be- 
cause they were not ready. They were too 
prosperous. They could not feel then that 
they needed him, and their treatment of 
him then would have been worse than it 
was when fie did come. Then they were in 
distress and in need. It was “‘the fullness 
of the time.’ God knew that if the Jews 

ever receive a Savior they would re- 
ceive him then, and he sent Christ. This 
was test of the human race, and it 
pro the race a failure.

are many things in the Gospels that are not 
really clear until one has some knowledge 
of this period. It ought to be studied quite 
thoroughly, also, for its own sake. Part of 
the history is a glorious one in Jewish his- 
tory—the Maccabean period, B. C. 167—135. 
First and Second Maccabees (Apocrypha) 
are the primary historigal authority 
for the period just mentioned; the 
eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth books 
of Josephus, the Jewish historian, 
being next. Concerning the earlier and later 
time—that is, before and after the Macca- 
bean wars, Josephus is often the sole au- 
thority. Profane historians (e. g. Livy, 
Tacitus, Appian and Polybius) speak spar- 
ingly of these Jewish matters, doubtless be- 
cause of their Gentile contempt for the 
chosen nation, and also because they did 
not understand the nature of the conflicts 
that constantly arose between the Jews and 
their idolatrous neighbors after the restora- 
tion. The student should read carefully 
through the two books of the Maccabees, 
and, if possible, the books of Josephus just 
mentioned. But it will be necessary, or, at 
least, very practica) to read also a good his- 
torial resume of the whole period between 
the Old and New Testaments. It will be 
well to secure some such handbook as ‘‘The 
Historial Connection Between the Old and 
New Testaments,”’ by John Skinner (T. 
& T. Clark, Edinburgh), which will be 
found very helpful. “Judas the Maccabee” 
(Presbyterian Board of Publication, Phila- 
delphia) is also excellent. A book published 
in England, called *“‘Four Hundred Years of 


Silence,” is said to be about the best book“ 


In any Bible history the 
general facts will be given; Dr. Smith's 
“New Testament History,’ or Blaikie’s 
*“‘Manual of Bible History,” are examples. In 
many teachers Bibles, also, a good resume 
of this important period will be found. 

But one needs, after the securing of the 
facts, to get into the spirit of them as near- 
ly as possible. Especially is this true re- 
garding the times of the Maccabees. Study 
these men carefully. It should be remem- 
bered that the vYoilce of prohpecy was 
silent during these centuries. The wail of 
Psalm Ixxiv, 9, covered the period. 

Then it was that the faith of Mattathias 
and his sons blazes so brightly. Then it was 
that the devotion of the hundreds and thou- 
sands of martyrs in the Syrian persecutions 
led them to death. There is hardly in the 
Old Testament nor tn the Christian centu- 
ries a more noble outflashing of the fire of 
real jealousy for God than we find in these 
times. 

Especially, too, shoulda the rise, charac- 
ter and history of the great Jewish sects 
and parties, the scribes, Pharisees, the 
Sadducees, the Herodians and the Essenes, 
be most carefully noted. This is peculiarly 
necessary for the study of the Gospels. 

A word here about these. Judaism, prop- 
erly speaking, did not exist before the res- 
toration. The returned captives, as we see 
in the lesson on the restoration, had only 
their law and their history left them. They 
treasured both. They built synagogues 
throughout the land for instruction in the 
law. The order of scribes (Sopherim) arose, 
‘“‘a body of trained experts who had made 
study of the law the great business of their 
lives.”’ Their great work was to apply the 
teaching of the law to the particulars of 
people's daily lives. Their details soon ran 
into the thousands—it was an endless task. 
Opinions of former scribes were handed 
down—thus the ‘“‘traditions of men’’ gained, 
shortly, tremendous weight. Unspeakable 
bondage resulted, then externalism, then 
hypocrisy. 

For there were some Jews who made it 
the business of their lives to perform all 
that the scribes laid down. These were the 
Pharisees. The mass of the peofle gave it 
up, and were fully content to be sinners. 
But the Pharisees first undertook, then 
failed, then perfarmed outwardly, then ex- 
cused outward performance only, then se- 
cretly sinned and still outwardly professed. 
And the people still revered them, and they 
despised the people, and things grew daily 
worse and worse. 

The Sadducees were the rebels against it 
all. They were eclectic. They were rational- 
ists. They believed what they chose, and 
chose to believe what consisted with their 
reason and with earthly ease. They were 
the aristocrats. They were, in the latter 
time of the interval, the prevailing political 
party, for theirs was, generally, the priestly 
caste, and, from the restoration on, the 
high priest generally stole the place the 
prince, for political reasons, was deprived 
of by the Gentile masters. By truculency 
abroad and arrogance at home the high 
priest and the Sandhedrim became so pow- 
erful that even Rome found it easier to use 
this machine than to crush it. 

The Herodians were worildlings, pure and 
simple. They apparently cared nothing for 
religion or creed, Even the Sadducees could 
be zealous Jews. The high priest could rend 
his clothes. But the Herodians were ready 
to sell out everything. They were tempor- 
izers. Now it was Greece, then Syria, then 
Rome. For they probably descended from 
the apostates of Antiochus’ time. (See Dan. 
xi. 3%.) The Herodians, accordingly, 
were despised—abhorred by the Pharisees 
as wicked and irréligious, and by the Sad- 
ducees as base and unpatriotic and as dan- 
gerous partisans of Herod, their enemy. 
That the Pharisees could ever have taken 
counsel with the Herodians against Jesus 
proves eloquently the depth of their hatred 
for him. (Matthew xxif., 15, 16.) 

The Essenes were practicdlly monks. 
They fied from the formalism of the Phari- 
seéq on the one hand and from the ration- 
alism of the Sadducees on the other, and 
were lost in the woods of fanaticism. There 
were not many of them. 

The Zealots, also a minor sect, were at 
the antipodes from the Herodians, and 
fought everything foreign to the death. The 
Lord had one of them emong his disciples. 
(Luke vi., 15, R. V.) They probably largely 
caused the broils that finally led to Jeru- 
salem's destruction. 

The publicans were not a sect, but renters 
from Rome of the privilege of collecting the 
imperial] taxes. The Herodians truckled to 
foreign power politically; the publicans fat- 
tened on it financially. It would be hard to 
say which class was the more despised, but 
the

flesh, under the law, had brought forth a 
vast crop of sin. 

Such were the people to whom Jesus 
came. As for the masses, they were in 
bondage hard and fast to ecclesiasticism 
and ignorance; and as for the ecclesiastics, 
they were in harder and faster bondage to 
their self-complacency and self-righteous- 
ness and to the awfui pride that would not 
permit them to confess themselves sinners. 

There were exceptions. Zacharias and 
Elizabeth, Joseph:and Mary, Simeon and 
Anna—even before John’s baptism had 
awakened the nation—reveal to us ‘“‘the rem- 
nant according to the election of grace’”’ 
(Romans xi., 5) that God always kept in 
Israel. And after John’s baptism we find 
suc has the Galilean fisherman, Nathanael, 
Nicodemus and Joseph of Arimathea— 
earnest men, men seeking for light, loving 
the truth, ‘“‘looking for the consolidation of 
Israel.’’ And in such our hearts are re- 
freshed. 

But the coming of Jesus among them was 
the real test of the nation. And under that 
test the revelation of their condition was 
awful. From the light his presence shed in 
their midst they sullenly, hatefully turned 
away—tirst priest, then people; first partly, 
then fully, then finally. And wrath has 
come to the uttermost upon them. (1. 
Thess., ii., 15, 16.) 

And what Israel did with Jesus then the 
Gentile world is doing now. And there is 
the same sequel. 

For several reasons we proceed at once 
from Daniel to the New Testament. Old 
Testament prophecy proper ought to be 
studied from the New Testament view 
point; indeed, we, as Christians, had hardly 
understood it otherwise. Then, too, the task 
of interpretation of many difficult passages 
in Israelitish prophecy (like that of Zech. 
xi.) is rendered light and simple after a 
thorough study of the Gospels and epistles. 

We have taken the book of Daniel because 
it is the link between the Old and the New 
Testaments and because it covers our pres- 
ent age. The other prophets, greater and 
minor, and the Psalm books, which are also 
prophetical in character, we defer to a ful- 


ure course. 
It will not do to pass lightly out of the 


Old Testament into the New, out of. type 
and shadow into their embodiment, out of 
Messianic prophecy and hope into their ful- | 
fillment. We ought surely to seek, prayer- 
fully and thoroughly, the rearons for that | 
order of things we find presented to us. | 
Several questions ought to be considered, | 
with much reflection, ere we proceed to our 
study of the Gospel narratives. 

1. Why did God wait 4000 years ere he sent | 
Christ to become the world’s redeemer? 2. 
Why was Christ sent to the Jewish nation 
rather than to any other? 3. Why did God 
wait until the Jews were without national | 
independence and were sunk down under | 
utter legalism and bigoted ecclesiastical op-| 
pression ere he sent Christ to them? (Why, 
for example, was Christ not sent to Serael | 
in the glorious days of Solomon?) 4 Why 
were the Jews in the 400 years preceding the | 
coming of Christ left as it were to them-| 
selves—without the voice of a single prophet | 
to break the s.ience from God's si le? (Mala- | 
chi, the last of the prophets, lived about 
436-397 B. C.) 5. Why, when Jesus did come, | 
was it as the Lowly One, exhibiting only 
his moral glory? Why did he not at once 
openly fulfill the many Old Testament | 
prophecies of an all-conquering, 
Messiah} Unless we are able to answer 
these questions our study of the life and 
work of Christ must be somewhat 
telligent and shallow and our profit com- 
paratively small. 


1. In connection with the first of thes 
questions such passages as Acts xiv., 16, 
xvil., 30; Gal. iv., 4; Mark i, 4, 15, etc., 
should be studied. During ‘“‘the times of ig- 
norance’’ God “suffered the nations to walk 
in their own way.” The human race, as a 
whole, was not ready for Christ before 
Christ came. The race, like the tndividual, 
seems to have had to run its course before 
it had any room for the message of God. 
Men must come to the end of their own 
righteousness, and then of their own sin, 
ere they are ready for Christ. The former, 
men had done in God's sight at the first 
advent of Christ; the latter, they must yet 
do, and then he wil)i come again. We should 
refiect that God, In the fodr millenniums 
before Christ, was as rapidly as possibic. 


'The latter 


‘roads could afford. 
'cars, cattle cars, 
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by the more and more full revelation of the 
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truth and of himself in each succeeding 
age, preparing men for the coming to earth 
of his Son. 

2. Why was Israel chosen as the earthly 
people of God? For, granted a chosen na- 
tion, to whom special divine promises of 
a deliverer to come had been extended, we 
easily see that Ged, in his faithfulness, 
would easily offer Christ first to them with 
whom he was in covenant. “‘He came into 
his own;’’ “I was not sent, but unto the 
Jost sheep of the house of Israel.” (John 1., 
ll; Matthew xv., 24; Romans xv., 8.) Into 
the dispensational purpose of God in choos- 
ing Israel we cannot fully enter now. The 
Subject is one of most profound interest. 
(See the excellent resume of it in the second 
volume of “Grant’s Numerical Bible.”’ 
Loisea Bros., New York, 1894.) It will suffice 
to say that God has been performing with 
Israel a public experiment on a limited 
scale. He gave this nation his laws and or- 
acles, and placed them in the very center 
of the earth (Ezek. xxxviill., 12, R. V. 
marg.) after having called world-wide at- 
tention to what he was doing by the Egypt 
and wilderness signs and wonders. Under 
the best of conditions Israel utterly failed, 
before the eyes of all tht world. Necessa- 
rily, now, the nations know that man is a 


failure under law—even better, very much 
better, than if God had put all nations, in- 
Stead of one, under the Sinaitic law; just 
as.aman understands a battle better who 
is looking on outside its smoke and confu- 
Sion. Since, then, the land and nation of 
Israel were, in a representative way, the 
arena of human testing, it was to that 
arena that God sent Christ, that the world 
might see itself in how its fellows, its rep- 
resentatives, the Jews, treated him.” And 
lest the Gentiles should repudiate Jewish 
infamy as not fully showing them forth, 
God would have in, at the condemnation 
and execution of his son, Roman and Indu- 
mean, Greek and Barbarian, high and low— 
yea, all the world. I doubt if there is a 
type of humanity that was not represented 
about the scene of Calvary. See, for exam- 
ple, Luke xxiii. 

8. Our third question ought now to be 
easily answered. In the h@day of Israel's 
glory, what need felt they of a Messiah? 
The Messianic idea had then been hardly 
hinted at by God—and only to such deeply- 
Spiritual souls as David. (I Chron., xvii.) 
Till he comes to the end of himself, as we 
have said, man feels no need of God, of 
either his wisdom or salvation. So God 
waited, and Israel had their day and their 


— 
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way. See Psalms Ixxxi., 11, 12; Deut. xxxil., 
36, 37; Hos., v., 15, vi., 1-3. The Babylonian 
captivity brought them to their senses. 
The returning exiles were a very different 
company from the captives. Indeed, we 
may boldly say, as regards Israel, that the 
‘fullness of the fime’’ for Christ to come, 
spoken of by Paul in Gal. Iv., 4,was brought 


about through the restoration; ruled, not by. 


princes, but by priests, and led by sects 
whose very existence centered about the 
Mosaic law. Very rapidly, under such cir- 
cumstances, legalism went to seed. ‘“‘The 
law worketh death,” and under the caustic- 
ally terrible regime of jhe scribes and 
Pharisees the nation was well-nigh dead 
when John’s awakening voice rang out 
from the wildnerness; for the ‘“‘root to grow 
up into David’’ (Isa. xi., 1, 2) was to be 
cut out of “dry ground” (lil., 2); and Israel 
was “even very dry’’ (Ezek. xxxvil., 2) 
when he “grew up as a tender plant” be- 
fore his father, in their midst. (Isa. liil., 2.) 

4. Our fourth query, as to God’s reason 
for his centuries of silence toward Israel, 
is not now hard to answer, at least in part. 
God was letting Israel have their own way 
during these centuries. Rapidly, indeed, un-

All About Headgear. 

Speaking generally, the styles this year 
from hat crown to shoe tip are such as 
must give satisfaction to those who believe 
in that maxim of dress which decrees that 
the best taste selects that which -is incon- 
spicuous. For example, in formal day wear 
in hats the choice is practically limited to 
a derby with:crown of modest size and well 
shaped brim, with no bizarre curves or 
lines, and the serviceable, sensible Alpine, 
with the band in self tone.

Whether the coffee 
was pounded Into it with a hammer, ground 
into it with a wheel or sneaked into it at 
a dead hour of night was not clear [fn his 
mind just at that time. But he would do 
what he could. He had heard that the 
women thought the men never did any 
public work for the church, and he was 
willing to do something toward disproving 
the charge. He would experiment in the 
laboratory~—what was the laboratory for, 
anyway? ) 

From Dr. McKay the promoter went on 
to find a man to fry chicken. Everybody 
wanted that. It was easy. They had seen 
that done, and it was a mere matter of 
plecing the chicken, throwing the pieces 
into a hot frying pan and atirring them with 
@ spoon until there came from the pan an 
aroma of burning flesh. It was done then. 

Everybody wanted to fry the chicken and 
begin at once, but the women would laugh 
if the whole meal was chicken. Other men 
must do other things. Somebody must make 
a salad. That was a paralyzer. Salad! 
They thought on it. It had graced their 
tables a thousand times and tickled their 
palates to death. But how was it made? 
Was the chicken or the potato sliced, and 
which one of them was run over a nutmeg 
grater? What kind of potatoes were they, 
anyway—eweet or sour? There was celery 
in it, but how? Was it a part of the stuff 
itself or just thrown on for effect as fancy 
ferns are spread over sliced tomatoes? It 
took time to get a man to make the salad. 

The sandwiches were so easy that the man 
picked out to make them, fully conscious 
of his uselessness in anything else, had 
them made when the promoter called. The 
baked beane came like back teeth. 

Twenty men offered to make the apples, 
and there was a rush when the promoter 
called for someone to make the pickles. 
But when he said ‘‘doughnuts” everybody 
fell dead. Doughnuts! One of the lirst 
words to penetrate into the vacuum of in- 
fanc y. Doughnuts: The great lunch staple 


of all the earth—the joy of youth and a 
Satisfaction of any old age! How were they 
made, anyway? They were soft #80 
they must have cottonseed oil in 
them.

August Brassart, Silversmith,Who Aided Daguerre in the Early 
Experiments in Photography, Tells the Story of His Work. 


| ‘There were at that time but 12 


UGUST BRASSART, aged 81 years, a 
fine old French gentlemen living at 
the Memorial Home on Grand av- 

enue, in St. Louis, was in his youth a salli- 
versmith to King Louis Phillip of France 
and made the plate upon which Daguerre 
made the first successful photograph. 

Louls Jacques Maude Daquerre died in 
1851 in his sixty-second year. He had made 
fame and fortune. August Brassart, who 
made for him the plate which the rst sil- 
veremith of France declared impossible, 
lives yet in his eighty-second year in 8t. 
Louls. He, too, made a fortune in pho- 
tography, but no fame. 

Mr, Brassart is a delightful representa- 
tive of the old French school. He is high- 
ly polished and counts among his friends 
some of the finest French people in S&t 
Leuls. He came to the city three vears 
ago from Waterbury, Conn., where he was 
in business for years, and from Nagautuck, 
Conn., where he owned for a quarter of a 
century one of the finest residence places in 
New England. He attends every year the 
national convention of photographers and Is 
known among the foremost photographers 
of America and France as the man who 
made the first daguerreotype plate He 
came to America in 1853. He told his story 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 


By AUGUST BRASSART. 


WAS born in Paris July 6 in 199. My 

father was a silversmith. In those 

days none could become silversmiths 
im France save the eldest sons of French- 
men working at the trade. Being my fath- 
ers eldest son, I was put to work in the 
smithy at the age of six years, smithing 
being a large part of my education I did 
Some small work in the smithy each day 
and when my father died I was only nine 
years of age, but almost as skilled in ham- 
mering the precious metals as any sailver-

Immediately upon my father’s death 1 
became an appretice in the trade. An ap- 
prenticeship was nine years. I completed 
mine at 18 years and entered the smithy 
of M. Gaudain, smith to Louts Phillip the 
King.

The gentleman received no encourasge- 
ment. The smiths considered it impossible 
to do what he wanted and he was upon the 
point of going away when I approachcd him 
and volunteered to attempt to make such 
a plate as he wished. I thought it could be 
done. He told me anew just what he want- 
ed and I made it. It was a trick to ham- 
mer metal and polish it as the siiversmiths 
in Paris could do it, and I applied to tho 
new plate all the art I could command. The 
plate was made first of copper spread over 
with mercury and silver and covered with a 
very thin sheet of silver. When I had poi- 
ished it highly the gentleman took it away 
with him. He returned in a few days and 
said: 

“Young man, we have solved the problem. 
We shall now make without a brush pic- 
tures which the first artists of France could 
not imitate in all time.’’ 

Hie was Daguerre, dGiscoverer of the 
daguerreotype and most famous of all the 
discoverers in photography. He had been 
working upon that problem fourteen years 
and men before him had worked longer 
than that. 


I shall always remember Daguerre as he 
came to me while I was polishing and clos- 
ing the pores of his silver plate. He was so 
eager to get it he could scarce wait and 
when he found it just what he wanted his 
delight knew no bounds. He was a patient 
man, a thorough artist and a student, but 
he foresaw such fame in his discovery 
that he could hardly await the time when 
he should be assured of the success he be- 
leved would be his. 


In a little while after the successful ex 
periments with the silver plates M. 
Deguerre surrendered his discovery to the 
French Academy of Science as a gift to 
France. I remember the day the discoy ery 
up in the academy. Many of 
the tirst men, the great artists and learned 
students of France, were there, and hun- 
Greds of people who could not got in 
waited outside to hear what had been 
shown, M. Daguerre was present to show 
the academy what he had discovered and he 
exhibited three photographs he had Laiven. 
One of these was of the Pont Marie. an- 
other of his own atelier and the third of 
the interior of a room, in which the min- 
utest threads of the carpet and tapestries 
were delineated in a way which astounded 
the scientists of the academy. It was said 
by the credulous that some skiliful artiet 
might have made such pictures, but when 
M. Daguerre produced a microscope and 
enabled those around him to see that the 
Getatie of the picture were brought out 
juet ae clearly af & telescope would bring 
up @ landscape there was no longer do-ibdt. 


A store sign upon which nothing could be 
seen with the naked eye would show per- 
fect lettcring when the microscope was ap- 
plied to M. Daguerre’s pictures. 

The French government gave Daguerre a 
life pension of 6000 franes a year for his 
discovery and also gave a pension of 4000 
francs a year to Joseph Nicephore Niepce 
the son of Daguerre’s deceased partner, 
who had died five years before the sen- 
sitized plate was discovered by Dagfuerre. 
It has many times been claimed that the 
elder Niepce was the real discoverer of the 
process which was named for Daguerre, 
but the separate achievements of the men 
were never confused in my mind. Niepce 
did experiment with photography before 
Daguerre took it up, and, like Wedgwood 
and others, knew it was possible to take 
what we now call a photograph. But none 
of these men had mastered these two 
problems: First, how to sensitize the 
plate and make the picture in a short 
time, and, second, how to make the picture 
lasting on the plate in order that a paper 
print might be made from it. It was these 
problems that Daguerre mastered. Niepce 
said a picture could be made if tho sun 
would not set for three days, thus giving 
three days and nights of light and exposure 
enough for the picture to appear upon the 
dull plate. But the sun would go down and 
the light of one day was not enough. 

Daguerre brought into experimental pho- 
tography both lfodine and bromine and with 
these he mastered the problem of making 
pictures with the camera obscura. When 
he went before the Academy of Science to 
show them his plate he explained the plate 
and its manufacture in these words: ‘It 
is a copper sheet, plated with silver, well 
cleaned with diluted nitric acid. It is ex- 
posed to the vapor of lodine, which forms 
the first coating. This is very thin, aot 
exceeding the millionth part:-of a meter in 
thickness. In my first experiments I failed 
because the pores in the silver produced 
spots upon the picture. I have overcome 
this difficulty by having the silver pores 
closed by a skillful silversmith.”’ 

You cannot know with what interest the 
announcement of the Daguerre discovery, 
first made public by the Academy of 
Science, was received. Photography spread 
like wild fire, and if M. Daguerre could 
have had patents on his discovery he could 
have been richer than Cresus. He sold his 
rights in England for $40,000 and the pur- 
chasers made millions. In France he could 
not take out a patent because he had given 
the discovery to his country and all his 
countrymen were privileged to make what 
they could of it. 

Few things have progressed tn my time 
like photography. It has gone ahead with 
such strides that I have half expected some 
ore to discover how he might catch the 
colors as well as the object itself. But I 
have long ago concluded that this can 
never be done. Is it not wonderful to com- 
pare the photography of Daguerre's time 
with that of this day? Now we can make 
@ perfect picture in one-two-hundredth-and-

I adopted the camera known as the “de 
tective camera.’

The result of my experiments has been to 
demonstrate that it is not possible to obtain 
satisfactory results by natural light beyond 
a depth of from 16 to ® feet, at which 
depth an exposure varying in duration from 
30 to 50 minutes Is necessary. By means, 
however, of artificial light instantaneous 
photographs can be taken at any depth to 
which it is possible for the diver to de- 
scend. The most satisfactory light I have 
vet obtained it from a lamp communication 
with a barrel, or reservoir, of oxygen gas, 
which was sent down already lighted. By 
means of an India rubber bajl full of mag- 
nesium powder, connected by means of a 
blowpipe with the globe under which the 
lamp was burning, I was able to produce 
a vivid Mght each time that I made an 
exposure. 

Before obtaining successful results I had 
to put up with many disappointments, I 
discovered that one could not take good 
pictures unless the surface of the water 
was absolutely calm.

after nightfall. 

On each corner and in the center of each 
long wall surrounding the prison is a sentry 
box in which sits a guard with a gun. Had 
Boyd not been missed and gained the top 
of the wall he would have been shot if dis- 
covered by one of the marksmen. As no one 
ever escaped from the prison this way Boyd 
thought no one would see him. 

In the ‘note he proposed that friends 
should meet him on the outside, provide 
him with proper clothing, row him across 
the Ohio and get him out of the city. 

After the note had been taken from him 
a diagram of that part of the prison from 
which he intended to escape was found in 
his pocket. 

Miss Blackburn—if that is her name—has 
not been seen in Pittsburg since that day, 
but she has written to Boyd several times 
professing the fendest devotion @nd a will- 
ingness to do anything for him save to help 
him to the freedom which he would utilize 
to fly to the embraces of her rival. 

Boyd is a member of the late murderer, H. 
H. Holmes’ Philadelphia gang. He was sent 
to the penitentiary for 12 years for forger- 
les. He belongs to one of the best families 
of Boston and can trace his ancestry back 
to Puritan stock. 

He came to Pittsburg from Philadelphia 
with one F. D, Graham, who, by the way, 
was never captured, and established a real 
estate business. His plan was to purchase 
a piece of property, make a small payment 
down and give a mortgage for the remain- 
der. Then a satisfaction paper would be 
forged and filed. 

Boyd would advertise for money which he 
would borrow on the property. When the 
money lender went to look up the title he 
would find the property clear so far as the 
records showed. 

This scheme could be worked for years 
without. -detection, provided the property 
did not change hands too often. It was by 
an accident that Boyd was caught at it, 
and it was a woman who caught him. Dur- 
ing the trial it was found that he had raised 
$13,000 here and over $40,000 in Philadelphia, 
where he learned the scheme from Holmes. 

After his arrest, which occurred on May 
21, 1898, at a fashionable house in Euclid 


avenue, Boyd feared he would never be 
liberty again, owing to the multiplicity 
charges against him. That he had 
friends was shown by the fact that 
bail was offered for his release.

They Serve the Queen of England, 
But They Are Right Good 
Americans for All That. 


UTTING aside all prejudice against 
P monarchies and monarchs, it is some- 
thing for a citizen of the United 
States to serve the Queen of England, and 
that is what Calvin McFall, John Smith and 
William Lavery, young men from 8t. Louls, 
are doing. They are muleteers to her maj- 
esty. They make trips from New Orleans 
to South Africa with mules for the British 
army, and few young men of America have 
had experiences equaling those of these 
young gentlemen, who have gone around 
the world without paying a cent for trans- 
portation, have been shipwrecked, and have 
fed and,watered mules upon transports go- 
fing to South Africa and returned as gen- 
tlemen of leisure upon the finest passenger 
Ships of the seas. 

It is am old story that Missouri raises the 
finest mules in the world and that the Brit- 
ish government has had agents in the Unit- 
ed States buying these mules since the war 
in South Africa began. These mules are 
taken to New Orleans and sent on trans- 
ports to’'New London, in South Africa, and 
the men’ who go with them and care for 
them on the ships are called muleteers. Mc- 
Fall, Smith and Lavery have recently re- 
turned from one of these trips, and sailed 
from New Orleans this week to make an- 
other.

The electors chosen to cast a vote of a State are appointed in any manner its 
Legislature may direct. They may be appointed by the Governor, chosen by lot 
or elected by the people. Until 1824 all Presidential electors were appointed. By 
common action in 1880 each State, for the fret time in its history, submitted tMe 
question of Presidential electors to the vote of the people, but this unanimous 
action does not deprive, under the Constitution, the State of New York of @e 
right to appoint should it desire so to do. 

An elector is a State official, appointed to/perform a State function, and how 
he is appointed or how he fulfils his duty concerns no one outside the State. The 
Federal Government is dual—-two in one. It is a government by the States and by 
the people, in which both are equally represente@ and in which nothing can be done 
without the consent of beth. The Senators represent the States alone, and are 
really ambassadors, for they represent directly the sovereignty of their States. 
The House represents the people alone, and its members are de facto ambassadors, 
representing in bulk the independent sovereignty of the people. Thus a majority 
of the States or a majority of the people is powerless to pass legislation without 
the consent of both. 

The perfect balance of power is met with a stumbling block in the election of 
a President. If chosen by the States he may become the creature of the States 
and independent of popular will. If chosen by the people alone he might disregard 
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“Will I Soak Him ?’

the rights of States and become the puppet of the populace. The States and the 
people are to be equally represented in the choosing of a President, but the people 
are only to be represented through their States and are not copartners with the 
States. 

The President to be elected on Nov. 6 will be chosen neither by the States alone 
nor by the people, but by both combined. 

The Presidential electors will be placed upon the various national tickets and 
voted for. The men so elected form the Electoral College. After the election those 
receiving the highest number of votes meet on the second Wednesday in De- 
cember at the State capital and ballot for President and Vice-President. 
lists are prepared, one copy of which is deposited in the mail and another dent 
by special messenger to the President of the Senate. The Senate then visits the 
House of Representatives, the President of the Senate occupying a seat with the 
Speaker of the House. The President of the Senate announces tellers on the part 
of the Senate, the Speaker of the House performing a like duty for that bady. 

The President of the Senate then breaks the seals of the package containing 
the lists and announces the votes, a note of which is made by the secretary, 
When this is concluded the result declares the next President and Vice-President,

ATIONAL campaigns cost—as much as the various committees can raise. 

This, of course, includes money given to State committees to assist in 

carrying certain legislative, Assembly and Senatorial districts; but the 

“legitimate” expenses of a campaign are much smaller than is generally 


believed. What is termed “legitimate expenses" by campaign managers is the 
money expended in printing and mailing literature, payment of salaries to cam- 
paign speakers and their expenses while on the road, payment of men to watch 
the registration of voters, to watch the polls on election day and bring out the 
vote. Polling doubtful districts of States and furnishing printed matter to coun- 
try newspapers is also regarded as a legitimate expense. 

The Republican National Committee always expends more money during a 
campaign than does the Democratic Committee. This is possible because they 
have larger contributors. The Democrats spend all they can get, while the Re- 
publicans sometimes have a surplus. 


SENATOR SCOTT GIVES REPUBLICAN FIGURES, 

Senator Scott, of West Virginia, who has charge of the Republican National 
Committee work in thig olty, apeaking through the secretary of the committee 
said: 

“The campaign this year will not be as expensive as in 1896. We have less 
than one-third the money we had then. The werk of the committee in legitimate 
expenses will be about $800,000. The greater portion of this is spent for printing 
and distributing campaign literature, paying the salaries and expenses of speak- 
ers, express charges and the payment of clerk hire, Polling doudttul districts is 
another heavy item of expense." 

These estimates of expenses of the two committees ao not, a course, include 
the “¢orruption funds” of either, or the “dumping” of money inte a State.

At 9.90 o'clock he is at his desk im the Annex ready to meet all comers. 

Senator Hanna has a warm greeting for all. There is no frigid atmosphere 
about the Chairman of the Republican Committee. He has a knack of quickly 
getting on a familiar footing with his visitor. He consumes no time in deliberation 
or reflection. His mind acts while the subject is being submitted and the moment 
the caller departs Senator Hanna's action is on record. He oan tell a funny story, 
appreciates a humorous situation and laughs heartily, He has a ready wit, and in 
many speeches has won a hostile audience by smart answers to puzzling questions. 

In addressing a party of callers in his office or at a political meeting he calls 
them “boys.”’ It is, “Now, boys," and “I want to'say to you, boys.” The labor- 
ing men and the capitalists are all ‘boys’ to Hanna. He js full of energy and ac- 
tivity. He rushes through an enormous amount of work in a short period. He 
dictates his correspondence rapidly and keeps it cut down to reagonable propor- 
tions. He only takes up the most important matters himeelf, leaving the bulk of 
the work done in his name to Secretary Heath and a score of stenographers. 

To newspaper men Senator Hanna is genial and is considered a good source for 
news. He will give up more of his time to them than to the most important 
caller. ,He made a record in 189 for good fellowship, and this year he is even more 
kindly disposed to the writers. 

He enjoys a cartoon of himself and frequently laughs when the point is made 
without malice,

ENATOR JONDS, who is guiding the Democratic campaign, brings the con- 

S servatism of the Senate into his methods. He is calm, dignified, deliberate 

and is never in haste. An atmosphere of the South surrounds him. His black 
slouch hat, broadcloth clothes and over 6 foot of manhood bespeak of life be- 
low Mason and Dizon's line. , 

Senator Jones never makes unreasonable claims for his candidate. ‘‘Satisfac- 
tory’ is the word he always employs when asked his view of the situation. He is 
a hard worker, but scarcely accomplishes as much as Senator Hanna. His men- 
tal procesees are slower, for he progresses by the ‘“‘Davy’’ Crockett rule, ‘‘Be sure 
you are right, then go ahead."" He is not so good a judge of human nature as his 
Ohio colleague and frequently unintentionally angers his callers. He is not so 
easy of access as the Republican Chairmam and is reserved in his greetings. 

From 98 o'clock until 6 In the evening Genator Jones works at his desk. He 
frequently puts in several hours at night and personally looks after matters 
which Hanna turns over to his subordinates. He is most conscientious in what 
he regards as his duty. 

If hard, conscientious work would place Bryan in the White House he would 
surely get there. Senator Jones suffers from a financial famine which is never 
experienced at the other headquarters. His plans are good for the party, but he 
has not the money necessary to successfully carry them-out. While Senator 
Hanna maps out his work without consulting the President, Senator Jones always 
confers by telegraph or telephone with Mr. Bryan. The latter is paying much 
attention to the headquarters work, and every day is in correspondence with 
Genator Jones. 

The class of callers at Democratic headquarters are mogetly State and national 
leaders. A few business men drop in, but only a few. Senator Jones is not a 
“jollier,”’ and though he seldom attempts story telling, he likes a good one. Ex- 
Gov. William J. Stone is the story teller of the committee. Senator Jones always 
uses the word “gentlemen” in addressing his callers. 


Four years ago of the local papers made bitter attacks upon him and he 
saddled the sins of papers upon all newspaper men, and could scarcely be 
prevailed upon to meet any. This year he is more liberal, and attacks don’t worry 
him as they did. When he gives out news he gives it to all alike, and is not given 
to commenting on it. He ts a strict disciplinarian, and expects every ome around 
headquarters to work just as hard as he does. 

Senator Jones can make a good political epeech, but he has made none since 
he took up the direction of the campaign. Several persons suggested to him 
the propriety of entering a joint debate with Senator Hanna, but'he shook his head

and said nothing would be gained by it. He reads the Chicago, New York and St.

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ISSUES OF CAMPAIGN SINCE THE WAR. 


How They Have Developed and Changed—Diferent Lines in Every

F VERY Presidential campaign has had what the respective political managers 


are pleased to term a “paramount issue." The choice of the two great 
parties is seldom @iong the same lines. It has differed in the past just as 
it does at present—Chairman Jones and the Democratic party holding that 
“Imperialism”’ is the main question to be voted upon, while Chairman Hanna and 
the Republicans are equally assertive that the ‘“‘money question” is the one to be 
decided at the polls. 
Politicians have invariably found that the people make the issues; that is, what 
may interest the voters in one section of the country has little interest for those 
in another. Party platforms may declare any question to be of paramount in- 
terest, but unless the people so will the declaration of the platform carries little 
weight. 
What has been regarded as “paramount issues"’ in every Presidential cam- 
paign since the war are given below: 
1864—Shall the civil war be continued? President Lincoln was an avowed candl- 
date for re-election. The Republicans met in Baltimore and in the platform 
declared against offering any terms of peace or even a cessation of hostili- 
ties to the Confederacy. The Democratic Convention met in Chicago and 
declared for a cessation of hostilities in the hope that peaceable means might 
be devised by which the war could be stopped. 

1868—Reconstruction of the Southern States. The Republican party in convention 
declared for equal suffrage to all loyal men in the South. The Democrats de- 
nounced ‘“‘carpet-bagging’’ and the laws which permitted negro supremacy in 
the South. 

1872—In this campaign there were a number of issues put forward as paramount, 
but the Democratic party did not have a ticket in the field. The Liberal Re- 
publicans nominated Horace Greeley against Gen. Grant, but he did not 
receive the support of Democrats. “Honest government,” ‘“‘Civil rights for 
negroes,” and “‘The man on horseback’ and “The danger of imperialism’’ 
were the main issues of the campaign. Tariff reform appeared in this con- 
test as one of the leading questions, but was not generally discussed. 

1876—"‘Caesarism’’ and “Grantism,’’ honest government and tariff reform were the 
prominent issues of this campaign. ‘“‘Greenbackism"’ was discussed to some 
extent. The Blectoral Commission declared Rutherford B. Hayes, of Ohio, 
President, after a period of hearings which almost caused a revolution in 
the country. 

1880—The grand fraud of 1876-7 (Hayes), Republican extravagance in public ex- 
penditures, and tariff reform were the features of the Garfield campaign. 

1884—-Tariff reform. 

1888—Tariff. 

1892—McKinley Tariff bill. 

1896—Monetary question—I6 to 1.
